With  this  issue  of  the  “De  Kalb  Nursery  Bulletin”  we  beg  to 
join  hands  with  the  “Philadelphia  Flower  Show,”  held  at  the  Com- 
mercial Museum,  March  17th,  18th,  19th. 

Our  exhibit  represents  trees,  just  trees;  at  our  Nurseries  we 
have  trees  of  many  different  kinds;  here  we  have  also  evergreens 
of  many  different  kinds,  some  that  grow  tall,  some  grow  low  and 
dwarf,  and  they  are  of  many  shades  of  color. 

We  have  a very  great  many  different  kinds  of  flowering  shrubs, 
suitable  for  all  purposes,  some  bloom  early  in  April,  some  later  and 
so  on  till  the  last  that  bloom  in  the  autumn. 

Hardy  flowers  we  have  in  many  varieties;  these,  too,  furnish  a 
great  many  different  kinds  of  flowers  and  bloom  from  the  earliest 
spring  till  late  in  fall. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  recite  here  in  detail  what  we  have  to 
offer,  or  what  we  grow  and  raise  for  our  customers. 

Our  taking  part  at  this  Flower  Show  is  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
introducing  ourselves  to  an  even  greater  number  of  persons  interested 
in  flowers  and  trees,  and  we  also  hope  to  meet  many  of  our  old 
customers  and  readers  of  the  “De  Kalb  Nursery  Bulletin”  at  this 
“Flower  Show.” 

We  do  not  issue  a catalog,  we  propose  to  do  without  one,  because 
we  sell  only  to  persons  to  whom  our  trees  and  shrubs  can  be  delivered 
by  truck. 

The  great  majority  of  our  buyers  come  to  the  Nursery,  see  what 
they  buy,  hence  the  need  of  a catalog  is  not  a serious  one.

We  cordially  invite  you  to  visit  our  Nurseries,  and  they  are 
conveniently  located  on  De  Kalb  Street  and  Germantown  Pike,  the 
two  main  roads  crossing  our  County. 

Germantown  Pike  is  a continuation  of  Germantown  Ave.,  and 
our  Nurseries  are  about  6 % miles  west  of  the  City  line. 

We  shall  be  able  this  spring  to  again  supply  the  famous  Black 
Hill  Spruce  in  quantities.  I know  of  no  hardier  type  than  this 
variety,  coming  as  it  does  from  the  vigorous  climate  of  the  west, 
it  has  never  suffered  even  in  a small  degree  from  our  weather  condi- 
tions, either  in  summer  or  winter.  Its  colors  are  most  interesting 
and  beautiful,  they  are  of  either  very  dark  sombre  green,  or  they  may 
be  shaded  in  various  blues,  rivaling  at  times  the  very  best  of  all  the 
famous  Colorado  Blue  Spruce. 

We  shall  have  the  biggest  supply  of  this  variety  of  any  Nursery 
in  the  East  this  spring,  and  it  is  well  worth  the  time  of  any  one 
interested  in  our  hardy  native  trees  to  come  and  see  these  fine  young 
specimens  of  Black  Hill  Spruce. 

White  Spruce  is  another  of  this  same  class  of  spruce,  of  these 
we  have  just  an  even  100,000  young  plants  to  offer,  they  are  not 
big  enough  to  be  set  out  as  individuals  on  the  lawn,  but  they  are 
big  enough  to  plant  in  the  garden  to  grow  for  further  transplanting. 

We  have  over  50  acres  planted  in  all  kinds  of  trees  and  plants, 
and  of  the  finest  material  for  the  garden,  park  or  lawn. 

When  you  are  thinking  of  beautifying  your  grounds,  think  of 
the  De  Kalb  Nurseries  as  a first  class  source  of  supply.  We  produce 
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these  trees,  we  raise  them  and  we  can  dig  them  to  your  order  and 
deliver  these  within  a reasonable  distance.  We  have  successfully 
been  doing  this  for  many  years,  and  we  therefore  are  in  a position 
to  offer  you  first  class  trees,  trees  properly  grown  and  can  offer 
first-class  experience,  experience  that  has  been  tried  out  for  many 
years  right  here  where  you  can  see  the  results.
